placed under each wing for the re- 
ceipt of deposits for covers, etc. I 
was as “gullible” as any and depos- 
ited $2.65 for a round trip cover. A 
few days later the ‘Texas Centennial 
withdrew their support of the flight. 
| wrote to Mr. Frank N. Watson, 
Director of Promotion of the Cen-

tennial, on July 23, 
as follows: 

“While our sponsorship has been 
withdrawn, we are advised by the 
owners of the aeroplane that the 
flight will be made. 

“Pending the actual take-off from 
New York, we are further advised 
that all money received for mail is 
escrowed in a local bank; and in the 
event the flight falls through, will 
be refunded.” 

About a month later | wrote again, 
and his answer was identical to the 
above. 

It is obvious that there is some- 
thing behind the withdrawal of the 
sponsorship of this flight by the Cen- 
tennial which is not known to the 
public notwithstanding the fact that 
undoubtedly there are thousands of 
dollars which were taken from phila- 
telists’ pockets which will never be 
returned, and from which they are 
not liable to get what they paid for.

CORRESPONDENT, 
still in his teens, wrote 
# me the other day, “I 
have come to believe that 
Zee) «|| the FINDS are in 
those stories of yours and that there 
is really nothing worth while still 
stowed away in attics or cellars. I 
have been digging industriously 
around here for months, and have 
never found a thing worth while.” 

HE WAS WRONG. Of course 
every year finds get harder and hard- 
er to make. In spite of the radio, 
the stamp columns in leading news- 
papers, and special articles in leading 
magazines, every year people ignor- 
ant of the value of stamps run across 
trunk or box or packet of old letters 
and consign them to the flames. Why 
do they do it, one wonders. How 
can they be so ignorant? 

The answer is simply that people 
read what interests them and _ skip 
the balance. Knowing nothing of 
stamp collecting, or just enough to 
consider it a kid pastime, they de- 
liberately skip any reference to it in 
their reading or listening, have not 
the slightest idea of the possible real 
value of the stamps on their old let- 
ters, and so, when they stumble across 
them proceed to get rid of them. 

That accounts for the making of 
finds at all. For long years enter- 
prising collectors and dealers have 
made trips in search of stamps. They 
did it in the old horse and buggy 
days, they do it now by auto, and 
they did and do make some very 
successful trips. Getting to a small 
town, an old one, they will advertise 
the fact that they are there to buy 
old stamps, spreading the news in 
every way they can devise, but they 
never get them all. Why? 

_ Simply because people don’t believe 
in the values the buyer talks about, 
or convince themselves that it is not 
worth while taking the trouble to 
look. “There are a lot of letters 
in one of those trunks upstairs, but 
[ don’t know which one. Anyway, 
| don't suppose there would be any- 
thing of value there. I’ve got plenty 
of work to do without bothering to 
hunt up old letters.” And so that

lot lies there until at last they are 
destroyed, or else someone comes 
along who finally gets them to dig 
them up, and makes a find. 

There are still finds to be made 
in old court houses. I know a man 
who went to one in Iowa, was told 
he could take a look, but that “three 
or four other fellows have looked in 
the last couple of years.”” Most peo- 
ple would have given it up as use- 
less, but in July heat my friend went 
exploring and finally in an old folder 
tied with red tape on a back shelf he 
unearthed a cover with a fine 24c 
1869. The ‘other fellows” had got- 
ten tired and tossed that aside with- 
out ever opening it. 

There are other cases where the 
county clerk has refused to let any- 
one prowl and where the find is still 
to be made. Man after man has 
tried it and been turned down. I 
know one of that sort where I’ve 
waited for three years for the old 
rooster in charge to get out of office, 
so as to have a try at the new man 
and maybe get something good. 

There are still good stamps to be 
picked up in country post offices. 
Just before writing this | went out to 
one in a town of 400 people and 
came back with some fine sheets of 
the Parks, 7s, 8s, 9s and 10s. Not 
bad, with the stamps now being ad- 
vertised for sale at double face value. 
Last week a friend wrote me he had 
just run across a number of sheets 
of the 3c N.R.A. Only a recent 
stamp, but do you know they are 
selling readily at five dollars a sheet 
now? 

Then the old families. With a 
grandpa or grandma still living, if 
possible, but don’t think that because 
the oldsters are gone there are no 
old letters. And don’t think that 
because the family has moved once 
or twice there are no old letters. 
It is astonishing how they carry such 
things around with them, usually, 1 
presume, because they are in with 
things of value and they do not take 
the time to weed them out.

And the old banks, especially in 
small towns. Hate to tell this, be- 
cause I could have gotten to that 
bank years ago, but a friend did that 
recently. Just to mention a few of 
them, all on cover, he got a grand lot 
of stampless, a 5¢ New York, seven 
5c 1847 and a ten cent, thirty-six 
3c 1851, and a lot of later issues. 
Tell me there are no more finds to 
be made! Don’t you believe it. Go 
after them. 

Persistence in hunting is the main 
thing. Old or young, they will us- 
ually say they have no old letters, 
or, if they admit having any, they 
are sure there are no stamps on them. 
You must keep after them, spur thei: 
interest by showing an old folded 
letter or a cover or two, and finally 
they will promise to look. As soon 
as you are gone they will decide it is 
not worth while, but try again, and 
some sweet day you will dig up some- 
thing worth while and be convinced 
that all the good finds are not in 
stamp stories.

what she said: Said it would go to 
her little nephew! Just a kid who 
wouldn’t know one type of paper 
from another. Here I've been years 
getting the collection into shape and 
spent some good money on it and it’s 
worth quite a little bit—enough to 
help the wife along during a troubled 
time. But, because she doesn’t realize 
its value she would give it away. 

“The point I’m trying to make is 
that most wives of stamp collectors 
are not interested more than casually 
in their husbands’ hobby. In this day 
stamp collections are worth money 
and are to be regarded as a part of 
the estate one may leave behind. At 
the next meeting of our chapter I’m 
going to introduce an amendment to 
the by-laws that will help to remedy 
what may be a serious situation.’ 

That amendment is now a part of 
the by-laws of our chapter. It pro- 
vides that the president shall, upon 
the death of a member, name a small 
committee to call upon the widow 
and offer its services in appraising the 
philatelic estate of her husband. The 
committee will go so far as to offer 
its services in disposing of the mate- 
rial if that is desired. There will be 
no charge whatever. ‘The committee 
will be composed of collectors who 
have a particular knowledge of the 
stamps to be appraised. That is, if 
the collection to be checked and sold 
is a specialized one of Newfoundland 
the appraisers will not be men who 
devote themselves to Germany or the 
United States or some other country. 

It seems to me that every stamp 
club should make some such arrange- 
ment to handle the philatelic estates 
of its members,

BerreR DEALERS DESERVE SUPPORT 


On page 928 of our September 26 
issue, we had occasion to publish 
list of fifteen dealers who have been 
indebted to us for advertising for 
some time past and whose addresses 
have changed so that we have been 
unable to locate them. 

In reply to this inquiry for present 
addresses of these parties we have 
a letter from a wholesale dealer from 
which we quote as follows: 

“As yourselves, we are advocating 
clean business methods, particularly 
in our line of trade, and are of the 
opinion that if all publishers would 
cooperate by refusing to accept ad- 
vertising copy from bad actors, there 
would soon be none left. We know 
of cases where U. S. dealers are 
indebted to foreign suppliers for thou- 
sands of dollars and although the 
magazines in which the former ad- 
vertize were approached, they were 
not inclined to cooperate with the 
creditors for the reason that they 
were always paid for their advertis- 
ing services.” 

We are firmly of the belief that 
dealers who will conduct business in
